against Germany, which declined to be 
Judged by it He insisted that the en- 
tente war aims were still imperialist- 
ic, although admitting that the presi- 
dent's message was a "small step" to- 
•ward peace. 


He voiced no great change in Ger- 


many's attitude toward the questions 
.which entente statesmen had declared 
to- be fundamental. 
The abject sur- 


render of Russia was gloried in a.s lead- 
ing to peace on the eastern front, and 
a hint was - thrown out to the Bel- 
gian government to. enter into sepa- 
rate negotiations with Germany.' The 
problem of Alsace-Lorraine continued.

Gerninn Advance Continues 


Meanwhile although Russia is ready 


to conclude peace the Teuton conques 
of her territory goes on apparently 
unimpeded. Keval, the Russian nava 
base on the southern coast of the Gul 
of Finland, and Pskov, 175 miles south 
west of Petrograd, have been occU' 
piod. The rapid German advance con- 
tinues along the lino southward, espe- 
cially in Volhynia and the Ukraine. 
Japan 1o Intervene 


In Siberia the situation ia very se- 


rious and. Japan is reported to be pre- 
paring to intervene- there very soon 
The non-Bolshevik forces there have 
to contend not only with the Bolshe 
vik but also against released Austro- 
German prisoners. 
Raids on Western Front 


Activity on the western battlefronts 


Is still confined to raids, artillery duels 
and aerial fighting- and bombing. 
German Raider Back lu Port 


Another German raider, the Wolf, 


lias arrived in port after harassing en- 
tente merchant vessels in the Atlantic, 
Indian and Pacific oceana for fifteen 
months. The loss of 11 vessels, three 
of them American, in the Indian and 
Pacific oceans, is assumed by the Brit- 
ish admiralty to be duo to her activ- 
ities. 
Holder Had 400 Prisoners 


Unable to break the British cordon 


around the North sea, the Wolf slipped 
into the Austrian port of Pola on the 
Adriatic. 
She brought 400 prisoners 


and a valuable cargo taken from her 
prizes. 
A second auxiliary 
cruiser, 


which th Wolf equipped, was sunk 
by her crew, which was captured by 
a British warship last February. 


Sunday night a semi-official announce- 
ment says, enemy airplanes dropped 
27 bombs on inhabited places at yenice, 
30 on Mestre and 5 on Castelfranco. 
Two persona were killed and nine in- 
jured at Venice and three were killed 
at Mestre.

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TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC 


The government 
has proposed a 


method by which it will keep down tho 
rate of interest on loans just as it 
keeps down the price of the necessar- 
ies of life in spite of the limited supply 
of various commodities. 


Bills have been introduced simul- 


taneously in the senate and house for 
the creation of :i War Finance Corpor- 
ation which is to have an authorized 
capital of $500,000,000, all subscribed 
by the U. S. government and to be 
used for the following purposes: — 


(1) To enable banks to re-discount 


at the Federal Keserve bank, notes and 
other obligations of public utilities, in- 
dustrial and mercantile corporations 
and firms which those banlr-s own or 
have been carrying. 
. 
(2) To enable the government, in tno 


interest of Its Liberty Loan financing, 
to regulate and control the investment 
• market and the current rate o£ inter- 
est on corporation securities, by having 
the War Finance corporation ma,lce 
loans direct to public utility, industrial 
and commercial companies ana firms. 
to enable them to meet and take care 
of maturing obligations and to proyld 
funds for such extensions and 
addi- 


tions as may be found necessary in 
order that the corporations so financed 
may render additional service to the 
government and the public in the pror- 
ecution of the war, which the money 
market now makes almost impossible. 


(3) To assist the government in the 


marketing of its Liberty Bonds, by 
permitting the War Finance corpora- 


- tion to go into the market and buy and 
sell bonds of the government or of any 
political subdivision thereof. 


It is the imperative duty of the gov- 


ernment to protect the industries of 
the country during tho war in order 
that they may offer steady employment 
to the people at a fair rate of wages 
and also supply the needs of the na- 
tion in conducting the war. 


It is a fact, however, that govern- 


mental war financing has practically 
closed the investment market to all 
other financing. It is impossible for a 
local corporation in competition with 
the Liberty Loan financing to obtain 
money for any purpose except at pro- 
hibitive rates of interest, 
which by 


contrast, have made the interest rate 
on Liberty bonus look 
unattractive. 


The War Finance corporation will pre- 
vent that situation. 


Still another advantage urged in 


favor of this proposed plan of 
war 


finance is the protection of the people 
against the increased prices for service 
in public utilities resulting from 
the 


abnormally high rate of interest on 
loans. The corporations are benefited 
by the exercise of government author- 
ity in keeping down the price of coal. 
They will be equally benefited If the 
government keeps down the rate of in- 
terest on 'loans and this 
advantage 


should ultimately benefit the people at 
large. But the government under tho 
proposed arrangement will also extend 
financial aid to corporations that find 
it impossible to .meet or renew their 
debts falling due and which if left to 
their own resources would go to the 
wall. The public in such emergencies 
would suffer. The war finance 
plan 


means tu prevent such business. 


In fine the War Finance corporation 


will save the government money by 
keeping down tho rate of interest on 
its Liberty bonds and will save the 
public from excessive rates by keep- 
ing clown the interest charge on cor- 
porations serving the public. 


The Federal Reserve board has made 


it much easier for the merchant and 
the manufacturer to obtain the neces- 
sary credit. 
N 
7o longer do the west 


and the south look to Wall street for 
guidance as to interest rates. 


The government h;is taken over the 


railroads thus assuring'their integrlly 
not only during the war, but eighteen 
months longer. 
That is a source of 


security. 


The Farm Loan board will take care 


of the farmers' financial needs so far 
as these are made known

The 
Russian consul, M. Popoff, has been 
appointed chairman of the commit- 
tee. 


Two thousand Germans have been 


armed and are drilling at Irkutsk,

"Only last summer during the great 


strike of the munition workers in Bo- 
hemia, the toilers were shot down in 
cold blood by German sokv rs.

;ard over 


every striker loft and he ^-a ordered 
back to work. 


"Daszynski, Polish deputy in the Vi- 


enna parliament charged that 
from 


thirty'to sixty thousand Czechs have 
been made victims of 
this 
German 


frightfulness. 


"And 
it was admitted by the Vienna 


press, official organ of the government, 
that two thousand men of 
Bohemia 


have died on the gallows. 


"So open has become the opposition 


to the government in Bohemia that an 
'inner blockade' is now being: carried 
on by the Czechs or Bohemians, in 
refusing1 to send their grain into Ger- 
many. 
The kaiser has warned Em- 


peror Charles that the Czechs are the 
most dangerous enemies of the central 
pcnvers.' 


"When tha Vienna parliament was 


assembled last July for the first time 
since the war, Austria made all dep- 
uties of the various states swear loy- 
alty to the government. The Bohem- 
ian deputies refused and when forced 
they declared against the government 


"In open parliament, last October, 


Deputy Udrzal, leader ot" the united 
Bohemian parties, sensationally chal- 
lenged: 
, 
"'The struggle of Czechs Is agalnsi 


pan-Germanism and in this struggle 
we are one with all those on this side 
and beyond the ocean who do not wanl 
to hear a word about German dom- 
inion.' " 


The re 3nt utterances of President 


Wilson and LJoyd George have had a 
great effect upon the small nations of 
tho Austrian empire f asserted Marti- 
neck. 


""When America declared war against 


Germany," he resumed, "great demon- 
strations in favor of America were 
held in Prague, the capital of Bo- 
hemia. The German papers were cen- 
sored, for not a line of what was going 
on in Bohemia appeared in any 
oC 


them. 


"When America 'also recognized Aus- 


tria as an enemy, even greater demon- 
strations favoring the cause of dem- 
ocracy were held. 


"The war credits of Austria at the 


last session of the Vienna rcichstag 
were pased with only a majority of 60 
votes. And this was only accomplished 
by a political move which drew the 
Polish vjotcs. 
All 
Bohemian. South 


Slovak and all German-speaking so- 
cialists voted against the war credits. 


'In Russia today over 40,000 Czech 


prisoners, former soldiers in the Aus- 
trian army, are mobilized, drilled .and 
armed to fight againsrt Austria, with 
30.000 more in reserve. 
Ton thousand 


also are in Franco 
on the western 


front. 
"By Austria they are regarded as 


traitors, and if ever taken prisoner 
would be executed.

FRENCH GRAND HEADQUARTERS, 


Monday, Feb. 25.—(By the Associated 
?ross.)—Trench raids along the French 
'ront have increased In intensity dur- 
ng the past month to such an extent 
hat they have become, in some in- 
tances. battles in which thousands of 
nen ha.ve been engaged and hundreds 
Jf prisoners taken. 
The artillery

hells. 
The objects of the raids vary wide- 


y. Sometimes a raid is undertaken in 
rder to identify enemy units and at 
ther times to improve the lines or 
apture observation points. Again, a 
aid may be made to destroy the en- 
rny's works and prevent him from 
tracking. 
This was the case in Sat- 


rday*s raid at Aspach, Alsace, where 
he Germans were in strongly forti- 
ed lines which they had held since 
'ecember, 1914. 
The enemy positions 


^ere bombarded 
beyond 
recognition 


nd placed in such condition as to hin- 
;r German operations. 
The 
correspondent

completed the work of the gunners. 
Only a few prisoners were taken but 
most valuable Information regarding 
the enemy's dlspositon of troops was 
obtained before tho French returned 
to their own line. 


Other successful raids In Lorraine,

that occasionally the 
French have 


reached the third, and oven the fourth 
line with slight resistance. This is the 
reason for the generally small num- 
ber of prisoners, but in Lorraine the 
Germans were 
caught 
napping last 


week and tho haul of captured was 
more than 400. 


In addition to these big raids there 


have been innumerable smaller ones 
which have hot been mentioned in the 
oliicial statements. 
These have been 


carried out by mere squads who usual- 
ly bring back a number of prisoners. 


Kaiding Is encouraged by the com- 


manders. It has been found to main- 
tain the offensive spirit of the French 
troops who seem to revel in the work 
in which they must display initiative 
and at the same time worry the Ger- 
mans.

daily news is usually printed on one 
small sheet, about 16 inches by 22, and 
there's only room, on the two sides, 
for 
advertisements, 
peppery letters 


from Old Subscriber, and the cold, bare 
facts of army operations; just the offi- 
cial communications, these last, which 
we get back home, but without our 
picturesque amplifications by the fes- 
tive war corresporidenct. 


The newly arrived American sees 
that paper, and says he: Aha! The 
censor! He Is keeping back from me 
the lurid descriptions with which at 
home I sweetened my coffee! What 
else is the censor withholding besides 
the gaudy details to which I am accus- 
tomed, and to which I have an inalien- 
able right? Aha! 


It is then that he falls a prey to 


the wild rumor and the hoarse whisper. 


These all emanate from one myster- 


ious source; 
and if the police ever 
succeed in locating him, they'll swing 
Sir. High Authority from a lamppost, 
for he is a German agent, either by 
design or accident. 


He must be a wondrous creature, 
this High Authority, whom no eye hath 
seen, but whom every ear hath heard. 


He sits In some damp cellar, and 


does nothing but read between the 
lines until he is full of poison, where- 
upon he whets his stinger and sallies 
forth. 


Beneath the new arrival's tender 


skin he inserts his subtle virus, and 
instantly, violently, that new arrival 
starts into ever widening circles, pop- 
eyed and yelping. 


When the new arrival becomes a 


seasoned dweller in Paris, when he 
has been here long enough to discover 
to his amazement that the sun still 
rises In the east and sets In the west, 
and that night still succeeds the day 
in unfailing alternation, he is immune 
from the virus of High Authority be- 
cause he has been stung before, and 
is inoculate. 


By this time, moreover, he has the 


great big idea about this war which 
he was all along trying to get, and 
that big idea, turns out to be plain, 
individual duty! so he tells the hoarse- 
ly whispering confidant of High Au- 
thority to go to 
, because he's busy 


hustling potatoes out to the front line 
trenches! 


As for the Frenchman, he only 


shrugs his shoulders at the buzzing of 
the rumor bug. 


He has no time for such feverish 


frivolity ».s the consideration of what 
might possibly happen next Friday, if 
something elso, which never does, 
might possibly happen on Thursday. 


He's been busy with this war for 
three and a half years, and lie has re- 
duced its conduct to three 
cardinal 
principles. 


First, it is the duty of the soldier 
to go out and stand in tho spot as- 
signed to him. and, xvith the same 
sublime courage of those xvho have 
died for his cnn.se and the cause ot 
France, xvhich is tiie cause of civiliza- 
tion, light until that sacred cause Is

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TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC 


The 
government, has 
proposed 


method by which it will keep down the 
rate of Interest on loans just us 
keeps down the price of the necessar- 
ies of life In spite of the limited supply 
of various commodities. 


Bills have been introduced simul- 


taneously in the senate and house for 
the creation of a War Finance Corpor- 
ation which is to have an authorized 
capital of $500.000,000, all subscribed 
by the U. S. government and to lie 
used for the following purposes: — 


(1) To enable banks to rediscount 


at the Federal Reserve bank, notes ana 
other obligations of public utilities, in- 
dustrial and mercantile 
corporations 


and firms which those banks own 01 
have been carrying. 
. 
(2) To enable the government, in the 


interest of its Liberty Loan financing, 
to regulate.and control the >nves merit 


the 
ar 
n 
loans direct to public utility, industrial 


funds for such extensions and addi- 
tions as may be found necessary in 
order that the corporations so hnanceJ 
may render additional service to the 
government and tho public, in the.pros- 
ecution of the war, which tne monej 
market new makes almost impossible 


(3) To assist the government in the 


marketing of its Liberty Bonds, by 
permitting the War Finance corpora- 
tion to go into the market and buy ana 
sell bonds of the government or of any 
political subdivision thereot. 


It is the imperative duty of the-gov- 


ernment to protect the industries ot 
the country during the war in order 
that they may offer steady employment 
to the people at a fair rate of wages 
and also supply the needs of the na- 
tion in conducting the war. 


It is a fact, however, that govern- 


mental war financing has practically 
closed the investment market to all 
other financing. It is impossible for a 
local corporation in competition with 
tho Liberty Loan financing to obtain 
money for any purpose except at pro- 
hibitive rates of interest, 
which 
by 


contrast, have made the interest rate 
on Liberty bonds look 
unattractive. 


The War Finance corporation will pre- 
vent that situation. 


Still another advantage urged in 


favor of this proposed plan of 
war 


finance is the protection of the people 
against the increased prices for service 
in public- utilities resulting from 
the 


abnormally high rate of interest on 
loans. The corporations are benefited 
by the exercise of government author- 
ity in keeping down the price of coal. 
They will be equally benefited if the 
government keeps down the rate of in- 
terest on loans and this advantage 
should ultimately benefit the people at 
large. But tho government under the 
proposed arrangement will also extend 
financial aid to corporations that find 
it impossible to meet or renew their 
debts falling due and which i£ left to 
their own resources would go to the 
wall. The public in such emergencies 
would suffer. Tho war finance plan 
means to prevent such business. 


In fine the War Finance corporation 


will save the government money by 
keeping down the rate of interest on 
its Liberty bonds 'ana will save the 
public from excessive rates by keep- 
ing down the interest charge on cor- 
porations serving the public. 


The Federa.l Reserve board has made 


it much easier for tho merchant and 
the manufacturer to obtain the neces- 
sary credit. 
Xo longer do the west 


and the south look to Wall street for 
guidance as to interest rates. 


The government has taken over thr> 


railroads thus assuring their integrity 
not only (luring the war, but eighteen 
months longer. That is a source of 
security. 


The Farm Loan board will take rare 


of the farmers' financial needs so far 
as these are made known 
and 
are 


worthy of assistance. 


Already prices have Vtf-on fixed on 


steel, copper and coal, 
while sugar, 


flour and oil are licensed and under 
government 
control. 
Thus in tiippe 


several 
commodities the government 


has been fair to all parties and at th» 
same time has stopped profiteering so 
far as thnt can be done. 


Through tho proposed war corpora- 


tion tile tcovornmont can extend finan- 
cial aid to deserving industries while 
keeping down the rate of interest to 
what is reasonable. Thus tho money 
gamblers are prevented from Hcccins 
the. people and industry is protected 
against a financial stringency.

they declared against the government. 


"In open parliament, last October, 


Iieputy Udrzal, leader of the united 
Bohemian parties, sensationally 
chal- 


lenged: 
" The struggle of Czechs is against 


pan-Germanism and in this struggle 
we are one with all those on this side 
and beyond the ocean who do not want 
to hear a word about German dom- 
inion.' " 


The recent utto-ranues of President 


Wilson and Lloyd George have had a 
great effect upon the small nations of 
iho Austrian empire, asserted Marti - 
neck. 
"When America declared war against 


Germany,"' he resumed, "great demon- 
strations in favor of America were 
held in Prague, the capital of Bo- 
hemia. The German papers were cen- 
sored, for not a line of what was going 
on in Bohemia appeared in any of 
them. 
"When America also recognized Aus- 


tria as an enemy, even greater demon- 
strations favoring the cause of dem- 
ocracy were held.

Seven bodies were washed ashore Sun- 
day night. 
Most of the uead were swept from

ship by huge seaa within a few 


minutes after the Florizel dashed on 
the rocks. As the vessel's

those who escaped being trapped below 
decks and drowned by the torrents of 
water that poured in through com.pa.n- 
ionways, scrambled forward for places 
of safety.
